The new time table on the Southern Pa- 
cific, relating to the bronch lines in Southern 
California, went into effect yesterday and 
all the trains were running on time.

our eastern contemporary puts the 
case with even more emphasis, 
hints strongly at confiscation—a thing 
not entirely unlikely to occur. We 
quote: 


The railroad problem in this country is 
rapidiy approaching a crisis. The recent 
acquirement by Jay Gould and his imme- 
diate associates of control over fifteen or 
twenty thousand miles of road, iu addition 
to what they already owned, is a startling 
event. Ordinarily when men acquire prop- 
erty they buy it with money they uave hon- 
estly earned. Did Mr. Gould—we dismiss 
his associates for the sake of brevity—eara 
the money with which he bought the con- 
trolling steck of the Union Pacific and the 
Santa Fé? Not a dollar of it. Did he pay 
any money for that stock in an honest and 
legitimate way? Not a dollar. He simply 
manipulated the markets by his great 
power and swept his winnings into his 
vaults. He did in effect what, the Govern- 
ment would do if it confiscated the roads. 
He took them. He has no more honest and 
houorable title to those roads than a thief 
has to the horse he has stolen from a stable. 
This is the bold, plain, truthful status of 
the matter. People are now looking to- 
ward Government ownership of railroads 
as the only way outof the difficulties that 
now surround the transportation question, 
And they will soon be asking why Jay 
Gould and his associated money monarchs 
should have the lawful ri confiscate 
railroads while it is denied to the Guvern- 
ment. There is no reason why. And these 
are days when people are growing a littie 
reckiess. They see all the old-fashioned 
principles of justice so constantly over- 
thrown that — begin so feel like doing a 
little overthrowing themselves.

DEATH OF A HIGH MASON. 
Alexander G. Abel Passes Away at 
His San Francisco Home. 
SAN Francisco, Dec. 28.—[Dy the 
Associated Press.] Alexander G. Abel 
died at his home in this city this 
morning. He is widely known through 
his activity in establishing Masonry on 
the Pacifico Coast. He was bern in 
New York in 1818 and came to Califor- 
nia in 1849. He was elected in 1861 
to the State Senate as a Republican 
and was Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee from 1875 to 
1879. He was once president of the 
California Pioneers. He has been 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge 
of Free and Accepted Masons for 
thirty-five years. For eight years he 
was Grand Commander of California 
Commandery No. 1, Knights Templar. 
The funeral will be held Thursday 

under the auspices of the Masons.
